treatment, over 260 cases being 
sent to hospital, apart from the 
large number who were supplied 
with dressings, ‘ete, at the 
shelters. Another indication of 
the value of the Society's work is 
to be found in the successful treat- 
ment of opium addicts, whilst. in 
yet a further branch of its -actl- 
vities the Society has been . the 
means of securing work for some 
of the inmates and In getting 
strangers into touch with the right 
people for the purposes of re- 
patriation, When the Socicty 
first began its work three years 
aga, an old bogey was raised in 
some quarters by the ‘suggestion 
that the care of street sleepers 
would attract large numbers of 
people from outside the Colony. 
The same argument has “been 
raised .in connection with the 
charitable work of other organisa- 
tions, but in actual experience it 
has been shown that the fear is
